Mr«  Chairman,  ^adies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  public  health  and  sanitary 
conditions  of  the  district  for  the  year  ending  December,  I96I. 

In  general,  the  health  of  the  population  remains  good.  With  the 
exception  of  measles,  infectious  diseases  were  very  low  in  numbers,  and 
no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis,  Diphtheria,  Smallpox  or  Typhoid  Fever  occurred 
during  the  year.  A  Measles  epidemic  accounted  for  350  oases,  compared 
with  only  12  the  previous  year,  but  the  cases  were  mild,  and  no  deaths 
ocourred*  Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis,  Diphtheria  and  Whooping 
Cough  continues,  and  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  more  than  90^  of  school 
children  are  immunised  against  Poliomyelitis.  The  Oral  form  of  the 
vaccine  is  now  used,  which  is  administered  in  the  form  of  drops  on  a  lump 
of  sugar.  This  has  proved  a  great  stiocess  with  the  children,  who  no 
longer  require  to  be  bribed  by  sweets.  The  total  number  of  persons 
immunised  against  Poliomyelitis  has  risen  to  8,481*  There  were  no  deaths 
from  any  of  the  common  infectious  diseases  and  only  1  from  respiratoiy 
tuberculosis,  a  disease  which  with  modem  dmg  treatment  has  now  lost  its 
poffiLtion  as  one  of  the  major  causes  of  death.  There  are,  hovrever, 

151  cases  on  the  tuberculosis  register,  although  this  is  less  than  last 
year  (156) , 

The  number  of  births  increased  from  5^1  last  year  to  391  this  year, 
and  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  maternal  death  rate  was  Ml.  This  is 
the  second  year  in  succession  that  has  passed  without  a  single  death  in 
association  with  child  birth.  This  is  an  indication  of  the  improved 
standards  of  medical  care,  as  well  as  a  tribute  to  the  work  of  Health 
Education  carried  out  among  expectant  mothers. 

Coronary  Thrombosis  is  again  the  main  single  cause  of  death,  49  males 
^d  28  females  died  from  this  disease.  Cancer  of  the  lung  was  the  second 
main  cause  of  death  and  in  this  categoiy  there  were  11  male  deaths  and 
only  1  female.  This  is  undoubtedly  due  to  the  difference  in  smokirg 
habits  between  the  two  sexes.  The  chances  of  contracting  Cancer  of  the 
lung  undoubtedly  increases  with  the  amount  of  cigarettes  smoked.  In  the 
past  four  years  Cancer  of  the  lung  has  caused  the  death  of  39  males  and 
only  1  female . 

The  Council  continues  with  its  Slum  Clearance  programme  and  more  old 
collieiy  terraces  have  been  demolished  during  the  year,  the  tenamits  being 
re-housed  in  Council  property.  The  Health  Committee  have  plans  for 
continuing  with  the  present  Slum  Clearance  programme  for  several  years 
ahead. 


In  concluding,  I  would  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Public  Health  Committee ''for  their  continued  interest  and  support 
in  all  public  health  measures,  end  I  would  also  thank  the  members  of  the 
Health  Department  staff,  for  their  continued  assistance  throu^out  the 
year.

The  following  graphs  show  the  amo-unt  of  atmospheric  pollution 
as  calculated  from  the  volumetric  gauge  installed  in  the  Council 
Offices..  The  seasonal  variations  in  the  intensities  of  both  smoke 
and  sulphur  dioxide -pollution  indicate  that  the  majority  of  pollutioi 
is  due  to  the  domestic  consumption  of  bituminous  coal  and  points  to 
the  need  for  a  systematic  programme  of  smoke, control  areas.
